JOHN  WILLIAMS 


In  January  1980,  John  Williams  was  named  nine¬ 
teenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
since  its  founding  in  1885.  Mr.  Williams  was  born 
in  New  York  and  moved  to  Los  Angeles  with  his 
family  in  1948.  There  he  attended  UCLA  and 
studied  composition  privately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo- 
Tedesco.  After  service  in  the  Air  Force,  Williams 
returned  to  New  York  to  attend  the  Juilliard 
School,  where  he  studied  piano  with  Madame 
Rosina  Lhevinne.  While  in  New  York,  he  also 
worked  as  a  jazz  pianist,  both  in  clubs  and  on 
recordings.  Again  Williams  moved  to  Los  Angeles, 
where  he  began  his  career  in  the  film  studios, 
working  with  such  composers  as  Bernard  Herrmann, 
Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on 
to  write  music  for  many  television  programs  in  the 
1960s,  winning  two  Emmys  for  his  work. 

Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as 
music  director  for  over  sixty-five  films,  including 
Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips,  Jaws,  Star  Wars,  Close 
Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  Superman,  The 
Empire  Strikes  Back,  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark,  ET. 
(the  Extra-Terrestrial) ,  Return  of  the  Jedi,  Indiana 
Jones  and  the  Temple  of  Doom,  and,  most  recently, 
The  River.  He  has  received  21  Academy  Award 
nominations  and  has  been  awarded  four  Oscars 
and  15  Grammies,  as  well  as  several  gold  and 
platinum  records.  His  most  recent  Oscar  was  for 
Best  Original  Score  for  a  Motion  Picture,  for  ET. 

In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Williams  has  written 
many  concert  pieces,  including  two  symphonies 
and  a  flute  concerto  and  a  violin  concerto  recorded 
by  the  London  Symphony  Orchestra.  His  Jubilee 
350  Fanfare  heralded  the  350th  birthday  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  September  1980.  He  dedicated 
his  Pops  on  the  March  to  the  late  Arthur  Fiedler, 
and  opened  the  1983  Pops  season  with  the 
Esplanade  Overture  written  especially  for  the  Boston 
Pops.  Mr.  Williams  was  commissioned  to  compose 
the  official  fanfare  and  theme  for  the  1984  Summer 
Olympic  Games  in  Los  Angeles.  For  the  Pops 
100th  Birthday  in  1985  he  composed  a  tuba  con¬ 
certo  premiered  by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s 
tuba  player,  Chester  Schmitz.  Currently  Mr.  Williams  is 
working  on  a  fanfare  for  the  unveiling  of  the  Statue 
of  Liberty  on  July  4  commissioned  by  the  Statue 
of  Liberty-Ellis  Island  Foundation,  Inc. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  over 
four  million  copies,  more  than  any  non-pop  album 
in  recording  history.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams’s  film 
scores  have  been  recorded,  and  his  highly  acclaimed 
albums  with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  include 
Pops  in  Space,  That’s  Entertainment  (Pops  on 
Broadway),  Pops  on  the  March,  Pops  Around  the 
World  (Digital  Overtures),  Aisle  Seat,  Pops  Out  of 
This  World,  and  Boston  Pops  on  Stage.  His  collabora¬ 
tion  with  soprano  Jessye  Norman,  entitled  With  a 
Song  in  My  Heart,  and  America,  the  Dream  Goes 


On,  a  collection  of  favorite  Americana,  were  released 
last  year  under  a  continuing  exclusive  contract 
with  Philips  records;  Swing,  Swing,  Swing,  a  collection 
of  big  band  music  was  released  in  the  spring  of 
1986,  and  has  already  sold  more  than  50,000  copies. 

In  July  1985  Williams  led  the  Pops  on  a  fourteen- 
city  national  tour  sponsored  by  the  Signal  Com¬ 
panies,  Inc.,  in  celebration  of  the  Pops’  100th 
Birthday.  Included  were  performances  in  New 
York’s  Central  Park,  on  the  steps  of  the  Lincoln 
Memorial  in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  at  the  White 
House,  in  addition  to  concerts  at  the  Blossom  and 
Ravinia  festivals,  and  in  Los  Angeles  and  Houston. 
Williams  has  also  appeared  as  guest  conductor 
with  several  major  orchestras,  including  London, 
Cleveland,  Philadelphia,  Toronto,  and  Montreal.  In 
the  past  few  years,  he  has  received  honorary 
degrees  from  such  American  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities  as  Berklee  College  of  Music  in  Boston, 
Northeastern  University,  Tufts  University,  the 
University  of  South  Carolina  at  Columbia,  Boston 
University,  and  the  New  England  Conservatory 
of  Music. 

Mr.  Williams  is  currently  composing  the  score 
for  a  new  film,  Space  Camp,  to  be  released  later 
this  year. 


HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  the  founder,  Artistic  Director, 
and  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Youth 
Concerts,  as  well  as  a  member  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra’s  first-violin  section.  Mr.  Dickson 
was  named  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra  in  January  1980. 

A  native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson 
is  a  graduate  of  Somerville  High  School  and  the 
New  England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  studied 
violin  for  two  years  with  Carl  Flesch  and  Max  Rostal 
as  a  fellowship  student  at  Berlin’s  Hochschule  fur 
Musik  and  later  studied  conducting  with  Pierre 
Monteux  at  the  Domain  School  in  Maine.  Mr.  Dickson 
was  active  both  as  conductor  and  violinist  before 
joining  the  Boston  Symphony  under  Serge  Kous- 
sevitzky  in  1938.  Mr.  Dickson  is  the  distinguished 
recipient  of  numerous  awards.  He  is  a  Chevalier  in 
the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  of  the  French 
government,  and  in  1971  the  National  Conference 
of  the  Humanities  presented  him  a  Certificate  of 
Honor  recognizing  his  distinguished  contributions 
to  the  humanities.  He  holds  honorary  degrees 
from  Boston’s  Berklee  College  of  Music,  Curry 
College,  North  Adams  State  College,  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  University,  and  the  American  College 
of  Greece  in  Athens.  This  May  he  received 
honorary  degrees  from  Emmanuel  College  in  Boston 
and  from  Lesley  College  in  Cambridge,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  as  well  as  the  “Excellence  in  Education” 
award  from  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a  national  honor 
and  professional  association  in  education.  In 
September  1975,  the  city  of  Somerville  dedicated 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center  of  Fine  Arts  and 
Humanities  in  its  Winter  Hill  Community  School, 
and  in  1983  the  Boston  Public  Schools  honored 
him  by  dedicating  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral 
Suite  at  Madison  Park  High  School.  In  addition  to 
his  commitment  to  the  Boston  Pops,  he  has  con¬ 
ducted  Pops  concerts  with  the  Worcester  Symphony, 
the  Springfield  (Massachusetts)  Symphony,  the 
Montreal  Symphony,  the  Vancouver  Symphony, 
the  National  Symphony  in  Washington,  and  the 
Orchestra  London,  Ontario. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  music 
and  musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has  incorporated 
many  of  them  into  his  book,  Gentlemen,  More 
Dolce  Please!,  an  entertaining  view  of  music  behind 


the  scenes.  His  latest  book,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  The 
Boston  Pops,  was  published  in  April  1981.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  he  has  furthered  the  part-time  conducting 
career  of  his  close  friend  Danny  Kaye,  with  whom 
he  has  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as 
musical  mentor.  Mr.  Dickson’s  association  with  the 
Boston  Pops  dates  from  1938;  he  became  assis¬ 
tant  conductor  of  that  orchestra  in  1958.  In  1975 
he  conducted  the  Pops  at  the  first  inaugural 
ceremony  of  his  son-in-law,  Governor  Michael 
Dukakis.  The  Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts 
were  instituted  in  1959,  and  for  his  work  as  the 
Artistic  Director  and  Conductor  of  those  concerts, 
Mr.  Dickson  has  been  described  as  “that  rare  soul, 
an  adult  who  remembers  what  it  was  like  to  be 
young,  who  loves  young  people  and  understands 
them,  and  who  wishes  to  share  with  them  that 
magic  kingdom  of  the  mind  where  music  is  the  key.” 


A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF 
THE  BOSTON  POPS 


The  promise  of  something  new  and  exciting  at 
Boston’s  Music  Hall  brought  out  a  large  crowd  on 
July  11,  1885,  none  of  whom  could  have  guessed 
that  they  were  present  for  what  would  become  a 
national  tradition.  Boston,  of  all  American  cities, 
had  a  reputation  for  sobriety  in  matters  musical- 
the  notion  of  “good  music”  as  “high  art”  was  intimately 
bound  up  with  the  understanding  that  the  music 
must  be,  above  all,  serious.  What  a  surprise,  then, 
to  discover  that  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  founder 
in  1881  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  pro¬ 
posed  to  establish  in  the  summer  “concerts  of  a 
lighter  kind  of  music.” 

Higginson’s  idea  was  inspired  in  part  by  his  early 
experiences  as  a  music  student  in  Vienna,  where 
he  enjoyed  the  delights  of  Austrian  concert  gardens, 
which  offered  light  music  in  the  relaxed  atmosphere 
of  a  cafe  setting.  He  was  also  a  realist  with  a 
strong  desire  to  provide  fuller  employment  for  the 
members  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  who  at  the 
time  worked  only  six  months  of  the  year. 

When  the  dream  was  finally  realized,  it  was  a 
bold  innovation.  Billed  as  the  “Promenade  Con¬ 
certs,”  they  combined  light  classical  music,  tunes 
from  the  current  hits  of  the  musical  theater,  and 
occasionally  a  novelty  number  designed  largely  to 
generate  laughter  with  clever  musical  tricks.  In 


addition,  Music  Hall  was  among  the  first  public 
buildings  lighted  by  electricity,  and  nowhere  else 
in  the  city  could  music  be  heard  in  the  same  room 
where  refreshments  and  light  alcoholic  beverages 
were  being  served.  The  highest  social  circles  of 
Boston  were  present,  and,  at  intermission,  the 
audience  enjoyed  promenading  to  meet  friends 
and  sport  the  latest  spring  fashions.  Allowing  for 
some  changes  of  taste  over  the  course  of  a  century, 
the  early  programs  were  remarkably  similar  to  the 
Pops  programs  of  today. 

Throughout  the  orchestra’s  early  history,  almost 
all  of  the  Pops  conductors  were  drawn  from  the 
membership  of  the  BSO.  The  principal  exception 
was  the  first  conductor,  Adolf  Neuendorff,  a  German- 
born  musician  who  came  to  America  in  1854  and 
studied  music  here.  A  prominent  opera  conductor, 
he  had  led  the  American  premieres  of  Wagner’s 
Lohengrin  and  Die  Walkure  and  was  an  active 
composer  of  operettas  for  the  German-language 
theater  in  New  York.  Several  of  the  conductors 
were  significant  musical  figures:  Timothee  Adamowski, 
a  distinguished  violinist  and  chamber  musician; 
Max  Zach,  who  later  became  conductor  of  the  St. 
Louis  Symphony  Orchestra;  and  Gustav  Strube,  a 
prolific  composer  who  heard  fifteen  of  his  orchestral 
works  performed  by  the  Boston  Symphony  and 


later  became  the  first  conductor  of  the  Baltimore 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  director  of  the  Peabody 
Conservatory  in  Baltimore.  Often  the  conduc- 
torship  was  shared  between  two  people  during  a 
season,  which  provided  some  variety  in  programming 
tastes  and  also  encouraged  concertgoers  to  attend 
more  than  once  each  year. 

The  new  century  dawned  in  Boston  with  a  new 
name  and  a  new  home  for  the  “Promenade  Con¬ 
certs.”  The  change  came  with  the  temporary  move 
from  Music  Hall  to  Mechanics’  Hall  while  the  Boston 
Symphony’s  new  home  in  Back  Bay  was  still 
under  construction.  In  1900  the  programs  began 
carrying,  for  the  first  time,  the  punchy  and  by  now 
commonly  accepted  term,  the  “Pops.”  Now  being 
frequently  performed  was  a  recent  patriotic  work 
by  America’s  “March  King,”  John  Philip  Sousa, 
which  in  later  decades  was  to  become  a  celebrated 
Pops  signature  piece-“The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever.” 
Mr.  Williams  has  broadened  the  Pops  repertory, 
maintained  the  popularity  of  Evening  at  Pops,  and 
led  a  series  of  best-selling  recordings  under  an 
exclusive  contract  with  Philips  Records.  These 
include  Pops  Out  of  This  World,  Pops  in  Space, 
Pops  on  the  March,  That’s  Entertainment  (Pops  on 
Broadway),  Pops  Around  the  World,  Aisle  Seat, 
and  With  a  Song  in  My  Heart,  featuring  soprano 
Jessye  Norman,  and  most  recently  A merica,  the 
Dream  Goes  On,  containing  patriotic  music  old 
and  new,  and  Swing,  Swing,  Swing,  an  album  of 
swing-era  favorites. 

Pops  concerts  are  performed  by  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra,  which  is  comprised  of  members  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  (except  for  twelve  of 
the  principal  players,  who  tour  during  the  Pops 
season  as  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players), 
and  by  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra, 
made  up  of  other  Boston-based  musicians.  The 
Boston  Pops  spring  season  begins  immediately 
following  the  close  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra’s  winter  season,  usually  in  early  May, 
and  continues  through  mid-July.  There  is  an  annual 
Christmas  Pops  series  and  a  New  Year’s  Eve  gala 
at  Symphony  Hall,  as  well.  The  list  of  distinguished 
conductors  who  have  led  the  Pops  in  recent  years 
includes  Erich  Kunzel,  John  Lanchbery,  Lionel 
Newman,  John  Covelli,  Mitch  Miller,  Henry  Mancini, 
and  Kent  Nagano. 

This  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  was  for  many 
years  linked  with  the  name  of  Arthur  Fiedler,  who 
in  1930  became  the  first  American-born  conductor 
put  in  charge  of  entertaining  Pops  audiences. 

Born  in  Boston,  trained  in  Germany,  Fiedler  joined 
the  Boston  Symphony  in  1915  as  a  twenty-year- 
old  violinist.  He  played  both  violin  and  viola  under 
several  Pops  conductors,  notably  the  Italians  Agide 
Jacchia  and  distinguished  composer  Alfredo  Casella 


In  order  to  develop  his  skills  as  a  conductor, 
Fiedler  formed  the  Fiedler  Sinfonietta,  a  chamber 
orchestra  composed  of  Boston  Symphony  mem¬ 
bers.  At  the  same  time,  his  efforts  to  establish  a 
series  of  free  outdoor  orchestral  concerts  resulted,  in 
1929,  in  the  first  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east 
bank  of  the  Charles  River.  With  Fiedler’s  appoint¬ 
ment  as  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops 
the  following  year,  the  modern  Pops  was  established. 
Fiedler  took  a  strong  interest  in  American  music 
and  young  American  soloists;  he  also  emphasized 
popular  contemporary  compositions  as  well  as 
light  music  of  earlier  days. 

Fiedler’s  Esplanade  concerts  were  eventually 
absorbed  by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
organization.  As  the  BSO’s  newly  established 
summer  activities  at  Tanglewood  flourished,  and 
the  demand  for  Pops  concerts  increased,  the  BSO 
players  could  not  appear  as  regularly  on  the 
Esplanade.  The  solution  was  to  create  a  second 
ensemble,  now  called  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade 
Orchestra,  comprised  of  the  outstanding  musical 
talent  of  the  Boston  area  As  the  name  suggests, 
they  perform  most  of  the  Esplanade  concerts. 

They  have  also  come  to  share  the  Symphony  Hall 
performances  and  today  present  more  than  half  of 
the  spring  Pops  season.  During  the  Pops  centennial 
year  of  1985,  John  Williams  traveled  with  the  Boston 
Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  an  enormously  suc¬ 
cessful  American  tour.  On  July  4, 1986,  the  Boston 
Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  under  the  direction  of 
John  Williams,  will  offer  a  concert  by  special  invita¬ 
tion  for  the  rededication  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty. 

Recordings,  tours,  and  guest  appearances  made 
Fiedler  and  the  Pops  famous.  One  of  their  earliest 
releases,  Jacob  Gade’s  Jalousie,  issued  in  1935, 
became  the  first  orchestral  record  ever  to  “go 
gold”  by  selling  more  than  a  million  copies.  Jalousie 
and  Gershwin’s  Rhapsody  in  Blue  launched  the 
Pops  as  the  most-recorded  orchestra  in  the  world. 

Starting  in  1969,  the  national  public  television 
program  Evening  at  Pops,  a  joint  production  of 
WGBH-TV  in  Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra,  Inc,  made  the  Pops  familiar  and  welcome 
visitors  to  households  all  over  the  country  and 
even  beyond  its  borders. 

Following  Fiedler's  death  on  July  10, 1979,  Boston 
Pops  Associate  Conductor  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  led 
the  orchestra  until  John  Williams  was  appointed 
conductor  in  January  1980.  Mr.  Williams  has  retained 
what  he  refers  to  as  the  “tripartite  program  format,” 
with  an  opening  third  of  light-classical  music,  a 
middle  third  often  featuring  a  classical  or  popular 
soloist,  and  a  final  portion  of  popular  music,  fre¬ 
quently  drawn  from  theater  or  film  scores. 


THE  BOSTON  POPS  CONDUCTORS 


A  history  or  the  Pops  shows  many  changes  in  their 
conductors,  two  or  three  often  dividing  a  season. 
Adolf  Neuendorff,  who  later  became  conductor  at 
the  Metropolitan  Opera,  conducted  the  first  “Pops” 
concert  on  July  11,  1885,  when  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  was  four  years  old.

HISTORY  OF  SYMPHONY  HALL 


The  first  home  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
was  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall,  which  stood 
downtown  where  the  Orpheum  Theatre  now 
stands,  held  about  2,400  sets,  and  was  threatened  in 
1893  by  a  city  road-building/rapid  transit  project. 
That  summer,  the  BSO’s  founder,  Major  Henry 
Lee  Higginson,  organized  a  corporation  to  finance 
a  new  and  permanent  home  for  the  orchestra,  and 
on  15  October  1900,  some  seven  years  and 
$750,000  later,  the  new  hall  was  opened.  The 
inaugural  gala  concluded  with  a  performance  of 
Beethoven’s  Missa  Solemnis  under  the  direction 
of  then  music  director  Wilhelm  Gericke. 

At  Higginson’s  insistence,  the  architects  -  McKim, 
Meade  &  White  of  New  York  -  engaged  Wallace 
Clement  Sabine,  a  young  assistant  professor  of 
physics  at  Harvard,  as  their  acoustical  consultant, 
and  Symphony  Hall  become  the  first  auditorium 
designed  in  accordance  with  scientifically-derived 
acoustical  principles.  It  is  widely  regarded  as  one 
of  the  two  or  three  finest  concert  halls  in  the 
world:  Bruno  Walter  called  it  “the  most  noble  of 

American  concert  halls,”  and  Herbert  von  Karajan, 
comparing  it  to  Vienna’s  renowned  Grosser 
Musikvereinsaal,  noted  that  “for  much  music,  it  is 
even  better. . .  because  of  its  slightly  lower  rever¬ 
beration  time.” 

Symphony  Hall  is  61  feet  high,  75  feet  wide,  and 
124  feet  long  from  the  lower  back  wall  to  the  front 
of  the  stage.  The  walls  of  the  stage  slope  inward 
to  help  focus  the  sound.  The  side  balconies  are 
shallow  so  as  not  to  trap  any  of  the  sound,  and 
though  the  rear  balconies  are  deeper,  sound  is 
properly  reflected  from  the  back  walls.  The  recesses 
of  the  coffered  ceiling  help  distribute  the  sound 
throughout  the  hall,  as  do  the  statue-filled  niches 
along  three  sides.  The  auditorium  itself  is  centered 


within  the  building,  with  corridors  and  offices  insulat¬ 
ing  it  from  outside  street  noise.  The  leather  seats 
are  the  ones  installed  for  the  hall’s  opening  in 
1900,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  wooden  floors, 
the  hall  is  built  of  brick,  steel,  and  plaster,  with 
only  a  moderate  amount  of  decoration.  Symphony 
Hall  seats  2,625  people  during  the  winter  season 
and  2,371  during  the  Pops  season,  when  the  banks 
of  orchestra  seats  are  replaced  by  tables  and  chairs. 

The  Symphony  Hall  organ,  and  Aeolian-Skinner 
designed  by  G.  Donald  Harrison  and  installed  in 
1949,  is  considered  one  of  the  finest  concert  hall 
organs  in  the  world.  The  console  was  autographed 
by  Albert  Schweitzer,  who  expressed  his  best 
wishes  for  the  organ’s  tone.  There  are  more  than 
4,800  pipes,  ranging  in  size  from  32  feet  to  less 
than  six  inches  and  located  behind  the  false  organ 
pipe  facade  which  is  visible  to  the  audience. 

Two  radio  booths  used  for  the  taping  and  broad¬ 
casting  of  concerts  overlook  the  stage.  For  recording 
sessions,  equipment  is  installed  in  an  area  of  the 
basement.  The  hall  was  completely  air-conditioned 
during  the  summer  of  1973,  and  in  1975  a  six- 
passenger  elevator  was  installed  in  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Avenue  stairwell. 

A  couple  of  interesting  points  for  observant 
concertgoers:  Beethoven  is  the  only  composer 
whose  name  was  inscribed  on  one  of  the  plaques 
which  trim  the  stage  and  balconies  of  the  hall;  the 
other  plaques  were  left  empty  since  it  was  felt  that 
only  Beethoven’s  popularity  would  remain  unchanged. 
And  the  initials  “BMH”  -  for  “Boston  Music  Hall,” 
as  the  building  was  to  have  been  called  -  appear 
on  the  stairwell  banisters  at  the  Huntington  Avenue 
side,  originally  planned  as  the  main  entrance.  But 
the  old  Boston  Music  Hall  was  gutted  only  after 
the  new  building  -  Symphony  Hall  -  was  opened.

PROGRAM  NOTES 


VARIATIONS  ON  A  SHAKER  HYMN  FROM 
APPALACHIAN  SPRING 

Aaron  Copland  (b  1900) 

Aaron  Copland  is  the  grand  old  man  of 
American  music,  a  vital  and  important  figure  first 
of  all  for  his  own  works,  which  have  helped 
create  a  musical  image  of  what  it  is  to  be  an 
American.  He  has  also  been  an  influential 
teacher  during  his  decades  as  director  of  the 
composition  program  at  Tanglewood,  where  he 
inspired  at  least  two  generations  of  younger 
composers.  Over  the  years  Copland  has  written 
many  different  kinds  of  music,  vocal  or  instru¬ 
mental,  abstract  or  programmatic,  for  chamber 
ensemble  or  for  full  orchestra.  Among  his  most 
beloved  compositions  is  the  ballet  score 
Appalachian  Spring,  composed  for  Martha 
Graham  in  1943-44.  The  ballet  offers  a  simple 
narrative  of  life  in  the  Appalachian  frontier  early 
in  the  1 9th  century.  The  last  section  of  the  score 
consists  of  a  set  of  variations  on  the  Shaker 
hymn  “Simple  Gifts,”  which,  both  in  its  text  and 
its  music,  characterizes  the  sturdy  simplicity  of 
the  pioneers  who  built  their  home  in  the 
wilderness. 


AN  AMERICAN  IN  PARIS 

George  Gershwin  (1898-1937) 

George  Gershwin,  already  making  his  mark  as 
a  leading  Broadway  composer,  agreed  to  write 
“a  jazz  concerto”  for  Paul  Whiteman  for  a  special 
“Concert  of  Modern  Music,”  to  be  given  in  New 
York’s  Aeolian  Hall  on  12  February  1924,  a 
concert  designed  to  illustrate  Whiteman’s  conten¬ 
tion  that  jazz  could  play  a  role  in  the  world  of 
symphonic  music.  The  result  was  Rhapsody  in 
Blue,  and  its  premiere  caused  a  sensation, 
elevating  the  25-year-old  composer  to  remarkable 
prominence  among  American  musicians.  The 
success  of  Rhapsody  in  Blue  set  Gershwin  to 
thinking  of  wider  horizons  than  the  Broadway 
stage,  so  he  accepted  Walter  Damrosch’s  com¬ 
mission  of  a  symphonic  work  and  composed  An 
American  in  Paris  after  visiting  that  city  in  1 928. 
The  tone  poem  is  replete  with  musical  sugges¬ 
tions  of  the  lively  French  capital  in  all  its  gallic 
charm,  including  hints  of  such  typical  tourist 
activities  as  sauntering  down  the  Champs 
Elys§es  admiring  the  French  women  and  the 
special  milieu  of  Paris.  He  even  included  that 
most  necessary  of  athletic  events  for  the  tourist, 
dodging  the  taxicabs,  whose  horns  can  be  heard 
in  the  score. 


OVERTURE  TO  THE  SCHOOL  FOR  SCANDAL 

Samuel  Barber  (1910-1981) 

During  the  summer  of  1931 ,  Barber,  then  still 
a  student  at  the  Curtis  Institute,  lived  with  rela¬ 
tives  of  his  fellow  student  Gian-Carlo  Menotti  in 
the  village  of  Cadegliano  on  the  Italian  side  of 
Lake  Lugano.  From  there  the  two  budding  com¬ 
posers  traveled  occasionally  to  Gressoney  for 
sessions  with  Rosario  Scalero,  who  in  the  winter 
was  their  composition  teacher  in  Philadelphia.  As 
Barber  reticently  wrote  to  his  parents,  “Our 
lessons  went  well,  and  my  idea  for  a  new 
orchestra  piece  got  by.”  This  idea  that  “got  by” 
turned  into  his  earliest  orchestral  work  to  be 
published  and  performed,  a  sprightly  overture 
with  a  title  drawn  from  the  lively  Restoration 
comedy  of  Sheridan.  The  composer  admitted  that 
the  music  was  only  “suggested  by”  the  comedy 
and  was  not  an  attempt  to  depict  the  characters 
or  the  plot.  Barber’s  essentially  lyrical  approach 
to  composition  is  already  fully  evident  in  this 
bubbly  score. 


A  LINCOLN  PORTRAIT 

Aaron  Copland  (b  1900) 

Soon  after  the  United  States  entered  World 
War  II,  conductor  Andre  Kostelanetz  approached 
several  American  composers  with  the  idea  of 
writing  a  work  that  would  mirror  in  some  way  the 
spirit  of  the  nation.  He  suggested  a  series  of 
musical  portraits  of  Americans  who  had  achieved 
greatness.  Jerome  Kern  wrote  a  “Portrait  for 
Orchestra”  of  Mark  Twain,  and  Virgil  Thomson 
created  a  musical  equivalent  of  New  York’s  feisty 
Mayor  Fiorello  H.  LaGuardia.  But  the  score  that 
has  stood  the  test  of  time  is  Aaron  Copland’s 
treatment  of  the  man  regarded  by  many  as  the 
greatest  single  figure  in  American  history, 
Abraham  Lincoln.  Copland  commented  that  he 
was  aware  of  the  difficulty  of  capturing  in  music 
so  eminent  a  figure  as  Lincoln,  but  he  decided  to 
have  “Honest  Abe”  help  him  out  -  by  using  ex¬ 
tracts  from  Lincoln’s  own  letters  and  speeches, 
to  be  worked  into  the  composition  as  spoken  - 
not  sung- words.  Copland  made  a  point  of  avoid¬ 
ing  the  best  known  passages  except  for  the  very 
end  of  his  work  (closing,  of  course,  with  part  of 
the  Gettysburg  Address).  The  first  section  of  the 
music  suggests  “the  mysterious  sense  of  fatality 
that  surrounds  Lincoln’s  personality."  It  is 
followed  by  a  section  employing  fragments  from 
popular  tunes  of  the  1 840s  and  1 850s  to 
suggest  the  times  in  which  Lincoln  lived.  The  end 
provides  a  simple  but  impressive  frame  for 
Lincoln’s  own  words. 


I  LOVE  A  PARADE 

Harold  Arlen  (1905-1986) 

One  of  the  last  of  America’s  greatest  song¬ 
writers,  Harold  Arlen,  died  just  a  few  weeks  ago 
at  the  age  of  81 .  Harold  Arlen  wrote  songs  for 
the  Cotton  Club  and  for  Broadway  and  Hollywood. 
He  worked  over  the  years  with  lyricists  Ted 
Koehler  (“Between  the  Devil  and  the  Deep  Blue 
Sea,”  “Get  Happy,”  “I’ve  Got  the  World  On  a 
String,”  “Stormy  Weather”),  E.  Y.  Harburg  (“Over 
the  Rainbow”  and  the  rest  of  the  score  of  The 
Wizard  of  Oz),  Ira  Gershwin  (“The  Man  That  Got 
Away”),  and  Johnny  Mercer  (“Ac-cent-tchu-ate 
the  Positive,”  “Blues  in  the  Night,”  “One  For  My 
Baby,”  “That  Old  Black  Magic”).  Koehler  wrote 
the  lyrics  for  one  of  Aden’s  earliest  hits,  “I  Love  a 
Parade,”  introduced  at  the  Cotton  Club  by  Cab 
Calloway  in  1 931 .  It  was  created  during  a  brisk 
walk.  Koehler  recalled,  “Harold  liked  to  walk,  I 
didn’t.  One  day  it  was  cold  out,  and  to  pep  me  up 
he  started  to  hum  an  ad  lib  marching  tune.  I 
guess  I  started  to  fall  into  step  and  got  warmed 
up.  When  we  got  down  to  47th  Street,  ‘I  Love  a 
Parade’  was  almost  written.” 


COME  FLY  WITH  ME -A  TRIBUTE  TO  FRANK 
SINATRA 

For  nearly  fifty  years  now  Frank  Sinatra  has 
continued  to  solidify  his  standing  as  one  of  the 
greatest  popular  singers  of  all  time  (and  this  rank¬ 
ing  does  not  take  into  account  his  considerable 
acting  skills  in  both  serious  and  comic  roles).  The 
skinny  kid  from  Hoboken  joined  the  bands  of 
Harry  James  and  Tommy  Dorsey,  then  took  off 


as  a  soloist  headlining  his  own  show.  He  was  the 
idol  of  the  bobby-soxers  in  the  mid-40s  and  has 
never  lost  his  hold  on  fans  of  many  generations. 
He  introduced  some  songs  so  definitively  that  we 
can  never  really  hear  another  singer’s  voice  in 
them;  other  times  he  took  over  songs  written  for 
someone  else  and  made  them  uniquely  his  own. 
His  Italianate  flair  for  sustained  vocal  melody  and 
his  matchless  diction  make  him  the  great  bel 
canto  singer  of  American  pop  song.  Many  of  his 
songs  (four  of  the  six  included  in  the  present 
tribute)  were  written  by  lyricist  Sammy  Cahn  and 
composer  Jimmy  Van  Heusen,  mostly  for  Sinatra 
himself.  “Come  Fly  With  Me”  was  a  title  song  of  a 
1958  Sinatra  album;  after  it  became  a  hit,  the 
title  and  song  were  reused  for  a  film.  “Call  Me 
Irresponsible”  was  originally  written  in  1955  for  a 
film  called  Papa’s  Delicate  Condition,  intended  for 
Fred  Astaire,  but  both  picture  and  song  were 
abandoned  until  1 963,  when  the  film  was  made 
with  Jackie  Gleason;  Sinatra’s  recording  was 
among  the  most  successful.  “My  Kind  of  Town 
(Chicago  Is)”  was  composed  for  Sinatra’s  1964 
film  Robin  and  the  Seven  Hoods  and  further  pop¬ 
ularized  by  his  recording.  Cahn  and  Van  Heusen 
won  an  Oscar  for  “All  the  Way,”  introduced  by 
Sinatra  into  the  film  biography  of  Joe  E.  Lewis, 
The  Joker  is  Wild  (1 957).  Cole  Porter’s  “I’ve  Got 
You  Under  My  Skin”  was  a  hit  (in  the  1936  film 
Born  to  Dance)  even  before  Sinatra  made  his 
debut,  but  he  has  made  it  his  own.  Similarly, 

“My  Way,”  originally  composed  in  French  as 
“Comme  d’Habitude”  by  Jacques  Reveux  with 
Claude  Francois,  and  provided  with  English  lyrics 
by  Paul  Anka,  became  a  sensational  hit  in 
Sinatra’s  1969  recording,  and  it  remains  a  virtual 
theme  song  for  him.

LOUNGES  AND  BAR  SERVICE:  There  are  two 
lounges  in  Symphony  Hall.  The  Hatch  Room  on 
the  orchestra  level  and  the  Cabot-Cahners  Room 
on  the  first-balcony  level  serve  drinks  starting  one 
hour  before  each  performance. 

LOST  AND  FOUND  is  located  at  the  switchboard 
near  the  main  entrance. 

THE  BOSTON  SYMPHONY  performs  ten  months 
a  year,  in  Symphony  Hall  and  at  Tanglewood.  For
